| Must Raise Funds 
To Finance War 

In 1941 Loan Victory Bonds 

Totalled 731 Million; War 

Savings 85 Millions; More 

Must Come in ’42 

The Dominion Government expect.^ 
to spend about $2.8 billions and to re¬ 
ceive nearly $1.5 billions from taxa¬ 
tion and other revenue, .in the current 
financial year ending March 41, 1942. 
Accordingly, borrowing requirements 
for the year amount to aVound $1.3 
billions. 

In the present financial year, the 
most important public borrowing op¬ 
erations have been the Victory Loan 
in June, 1941, and sales of War Savi¬ 
ngs Certificates throughout the entire 
period. Sales of Victory Loan Bonds 
for new money totalled $731 millions. 
In addition, $106 millions were issued 
n exchange for maturing government 
-ecurit es. Sales of War Savings Cer¬ 
tificates oyer the twelve months end¬ 
ing March 31, 1942, will probably to¬ 
tal $85 millions. Bonds which ma¬ 
tured in the present financial year 
were paid, for the most part, by the 
said of new bonds direct to holders of 
maturing issues. 

In summary, this means that Cana¬ 
dian individuals and corporations 
must lend the government around $500 
millions of new money to complete 
the borrowing requirements of the 
present financial year, and more than 
$1,300 millions in respect of the new 
year which begins on April 1, 1942. 

Governmental revenue increased 
from $481 millions in jihe pre-war 
year which ended August 31, 19.39, to 
nearly $1,500 millions ip the current 
financial year ending March 31, 1942. 
Introduction of drastic new and in¬ 
creased taxes, plusiugher. yields from 
all taxes due to expanding production 
and National Income, account for this 
difference. Notwithstanding the rapid 
growth in revenue, borrowing require¬ 
ments have experienced progressive 
expansion as expenditure has risen 
faster than revenue. The excess of ex¬ 
penditure over revenue of only $80 
millions in the pre-war ending Aug¬ 
ust 31, 1939, increased to $356 million 
in the first year of the war, $1,096 mil 
lions in the second year- which ended 
August 31, 1941, and is expected to 
reach some $1,300 millions in the pres¬ 
ent financial year ending March 31, 
1942. 

The Government, by its tremendous 
consumption of goods and services for 
war and other governmental use, is 
now responsible for creating and 
spending a very large portion of the 
National Income. For war alone, Do¬ 
minion Government expenditure in the 
current financial year is equal to ne- 
tween S5 r /r and 40(4 of the entire Na¬ 
tional Income, as compared with 3% 
in the calendar year 1939, and a maxi¬ 
mum of 10*4- in any year during the 
First World Wair. 


SECOND VICTORY LOAN 
DRIVE GETS UNDERWAY 

Vulcan Quota $74,000 

The second Victory Loan,'with an 
objective of $600,000,000 got under¬ 
way across Canada on Monday. Feb. 
16, with several points reaching their 
objective the first day. 

Vulcan’s quota in this drive is $74,- 
000. Owing to road conditions and 
cold weather, only the town has been 
canvassed the first two days, a total 
of $20,000 being raised in that time. 
The unit organizer, W. D. Allan, re¬ 
quests subscribers to call at the Vic¬ 
tory Loan office in the Imperial Hotel. 
If they will do this it will give the 
committee much help to reach our ob¬ 
jective that much quicker. Owing to 
poor train connection with outlying 
points no returns have yet been re¬ 
ceived from Milo, Armada, Lomond, 
and East and West of Vulcan.

The plebiscite did not cause, it only revealed, the disunity 
in this country. The fissures were there, but were covered 
by paper when those who desired all-out participation 
agreed with those who did not on a compromise containing 
the words moderate and voluntary. The parties to the 
agreement had no right to make a bargain, the carrying 
out of which might depend largely on the enemy, but it was 
made by members of parliament and not by the people of 
Canada. At Singapore, Burma and Libya the enemy is do¬ 
ing all he can to show us the folly of a moderate war, but 
with little success. The members at Ottawa are engrossed 
in debating a plebiscite.

^PHE campaign for the second Victory Loan is now well 
"*■ started. The enormous rtim of $000,000,000 is ex¬ 
pected from the Caadian people, and this is a home 
front phase of the war. It is not comparable with the 
.sacrifice tequired of tl e young men of Canada, but with¬ 
out the money contribution, the service which the young 
men have volunteered, would be slaughter, without any 
purpose fulfilled. The two contributions must be co¬ 
ordinated. They augment each other. Men must have 
heavy tanks, planes and munitions if they are to meet 
the enemy on any even footing. 

From every corner of file empire, in every setback 
since the outbieak of war has come the same cry "inade¬ 
quate equipment.’’ “Lack of heavy tanks” is the reason 
for the Libyan retreat. “Obsolete planes” is the story 
from Singapoie. “Not so much lark of fighting forces as 
lack of adequate equipment with which to fight” is told 
of the Malayan letreat. Over and over again, every dis¬ 
aster of the war has focussed on need of protective and 
aggressive equipment with which to meet the enemy. 
The manpower is there with unflinching courage. The 
modern mechanized strength was lacking. The tragedy 
of Hong Kong is a Canadian experience of men without 
the tools. - 

Such vast sums as Canada is attempting to raise by 
means of the victory loan, are required to provide the 
tanks, the long range guns, and all the sinews of war 
by which Canadian boys may have a chance. 

This year it is anticipated that another 175,000 men 
will be mustered into the fighting forces. But enlist¬ 
ment and training are of little use, unless the weapons 
are provided them. They must have equipment better 
than the best, or their country has betrayed them and 
is offering^ hem undefended to the enemy. 

For every man in uniform, there are all those who 
also serv^ in less heroic but in equally necessary labui. 
It is said that there will have to be 100,000 more 
workers to pour out materials from the arsenals of war. 

Money is required in unimaginable sums to give Can¬ 
adians a fighting chance against the Japanese or the 
Germans, in whatever sphere of war may develop dur¬ 
ing the year. Those on the home front are asked for 
relatively little in comparison with the demand on the 
fighting man. He offers his life if need be, his health 
and strength. He can hold nothinffin reserve in his giv¬ 
ing. He risks everything now. Those on the home front 
on the other hand are asked merely to loan the govern¬ 
ment their ready money and their savings. They are 
paid for making the loan, and they have the assurance 
that it Is collectable at the end of the war. 

There is no comparison in the two services, from the 
standpoint of sacrifice. Rut without the one, the other 
would be powerless. 

The critical position of all the allied powers; the need 
for Canadian soldiers and Canadian arms at home and 
abroad confronts Canadian people to an intensified de¬ 
gree. Those at home are asked to do their part by con¬ 
tributing to the new war loan.

Russia and Japan had advantages 
possessed only by totalitarian powers 
—they did not have to be bothered by 
press reporters and cameramen, or 
swayed by fear of editorial influence. 
The Japs had the extra advantage of 
being all of a color, and all could be 
trusted to do nothing to injure the 
state. Consequently there was less 
known about their preparations than 
those of any other country. For in¬ 
stance they knew all that could be 
learned from Jane’s Fighting ships, 
but that excellent .authority did not 
pretend to know all about Japan’s 
fighting ships. The Japs were able to 
surprise the world by the number and 
strength of their air as well as their 
sea craft.

How far we are drifting from British moorings was made 
manifest in those bye-elections.

These and other such separatist state¬ 
ments were made in Quebec withaut any effect whatever in 
the bye-elections going on in Ontario at the same time.

A. M. Burton Buys 
Dunning Ranch 

One of the older properties of the 
ranch district of Nanton, changed 
hands lecently when A. R. C. Dunning 
sold his ranch, 23 miles southwest of 
Nanton to A. M. Burton of Clares- 
holm. The deal was for cash. It is a 
property of 6040 acres of which 480 
acres are deeded and the balance is 
leasehold. Cattle, horees and equip¬ 
ment are included in the sale. The 
purchaser is son of Fred’ Burton, 
pioneer rancher. 

Mr. Dunning has been operating the 
VT ranch since 1925 when he bought 
it from W. J. Greig. 

According to the Nanton News, the 
V.T. ranch was originally established 
on the holdings now - owned by H. B. 
Macleod. This was in 1892, and the 
first owners were the Westrup Broth¬ 
ers. Early in the 1900’s the ranch was 
expanded by the purchase of land 
from Hugh McDermid, and this be¬ 
came the present VT ranch. Some 
years later the original ranch was sold 
to J. V. Drumheller. The Westrup 
Brothers operated the McDermid 
place till 1916 when they sold to 
J. M. Glendenning and W. J. Greig.

MEET YOUR FRIENDS 


1XZHLLE no one is utter ing the slightest complaint 
'' against rationing in whatever form the country seen 
fit, there are many unanswered questions puzzling or¬ 
dinary people. 

If there is any danger of sugar shortage in 'Canada, 
why is there not greater expansion of the beet sugar 
fields, now in operation? It is readily realized that the 
transportation required to import 859r of Canada's 
sugar needs, is required for more vital shipping. There 
is no quarrel with the rationing imposed, but why not 
multiply possible home production ? 

Neither is there any quarrel with the gas rationing 
but it seems odd that at the same time, there should be 
a strict rationing of production. 

It is not that the productivity of Canada either in gar 
or sugar is exhausted. Perhaps it is scarcely tapped. 

There may be reasons which are not yet‘explained to 
the public, but which will come to light later on. It is 
to be hoped so. It can be quite understood that it may 
be necessary to keep reasons secret, but the public would 
welcome the assurance that there is a definite plan in 
the apparently contradictory procedure. 

There may be questions in relation to balance of trade 
and importations vs. exportations. It may be good 
business to import 85% of our sugar for example, in 
exchange for some other Canadian commodity. 

There is promise of expansion in 1942 in the Alberta 
sugar beet growing area, to “meet the desire of the gov¬ 
ernment,” but from what can be learned, this is to be 
a modest expansion, conformihg to the limit of factor¬ 
ies, and bounded also by the vexatious labor problem. 

The present sugar rationing works no hardship, and 
even stricter rationing cquld be enforced with no im¬ 
pairment to health and vigor. But it is the indiaci- 
plined, democratic tendency to want to know the reason 
for things that are done. .

If duplication and unnecessary work and effort is to lie 
avoided, the inevitable result will be the eieaWen of a 
few giant mercantile establishments and the passing of 
the small businessman. This will eliminate all compe¬ 
tition, and the trend will be towards monopolies. Is that 
what the public wants ?”

Younger men'who are not in 
key positions are disappearing from civilian occupation. 
Restrictive measures in respect to luxury goods arc re¬ 
leasing many more men to more vitally necessary occu¬ 
pations.

M.H. Ward, Arrowwood, believes 
province should be zoned for 
efficient production 
Members of U.F.A. and L'.F.W.A. 

| joined in a meeting at the Elks’ hall 
Tuesday evening to hear a number of 
speakers and see a number of films 
illustrating growth of co-operatives , 
and results of soil erosion. Mac Wal¬ 
lace presided and about one hundred 
were present. Speakers were Mrs. R. 
McBride of Arrowwood, U.F.W.A. di¬ 
rector; Mr. McCool of the Co-opera¬ 
tive store, Calgary; Eugene O'Neill of 
Claresholm, vice-president of provin¬ 
cial junior U.F.A., end M. H. Ward 
of Arrowwood, director of~U.F.A. 

Processes df* feeding, handling and 
marketing of livestock under the 
•‘Farmers’ Union” in United States 
were shown on the screen. This farm 
union corresponds to the co-opera¬ 
tives of Canuada and is a powerful 
force in many agricultural states. The 
second film showed evil results from 
soil erosion, land depletion, over- 
I grazing, and the results from recla- 
| mation projects developed. 

Mr. Wallace, commenting on the 
I grass picture, said that it held a 
warning for this country too.. With the 
demand to produce livestock, there 
was danger of over-grazing, and par- 
| ticular attention must be given to 
maintaining adequate grass stands. 
Human Reclamation 
Mr. O’Neil, who is one of the jun¬ 
ior leaders of the U.F.A. spoke brief¬ 
ly, but impressively, taking his theme 
from the picture of soil erosion and 
soil reclamation. He said that human 
, reclamation must be kept constantly 
in mind as a main concern for post¬ 
war years, when men now serving 
their country overseas must return to 
civil life. “Humanity call become 
parched and eroded like the soil,” lie 
said. “Our attitude after the war will 
show whether we have reached the 
low point in human values now, or 
whether we can go still lower in our 
disregard for human welfare. Co-op¬ 
eration of society internationally and 
nationally holds the hope for rebuild¬ 
ing the world.” Speaking of the jun¬ 
ior farmers, he said, “Today's young 
Johnny is tomorrow’s dad. If young 
Johnny is trained today in the prin¬ 
ciples of true co-operation, the more 
fitted he will be to take a lead in the 
years to come—the more ably and 
quickly he will assist in the reclama¬ 
tion of humanity which confronts us.” 
He urged that both time and money 
be spent generously in promoting jun¬ 
ior work.” 

Mrs. McBride spoke on the four 
“C’s” of co-operation, comradeship, 

I conciliation, confidence and consecra- 
1 tion, illustrating these objectives with 
| practical examples of everyday life. 

Mr. McCool, of the Calgary Co-op¬ 
erative store, dealt in detail with the 
remarkable growth of the central co¬ 
operative in Calgary. Following 
Rochdale principles, the store believes 
in maintaining proper prices and le¬ 
gitimate profit, and returning these 
profits to patrons by way of dividends 
The dividends are paid according to 
the amount of purchase. He spoke of 
the hope of the central co-operative to 
provide warehouse facilities in differ¬ 
ent parts of the province for better 
and more economical service to pat¬ 
rons. 

Organized Farmers 
Mr. Ward also outlined in some de¬ 
tail the present and future of the co¬ 
operative movement, not only in re¬ 
spect to the economic features hut as 
a plan for living. It is feared he said 
that a post war depression may hit 
agriculture a severer blow than any it 
has yet suffered and there will be 
more serious problems in the future 
than there have been in the past. To 
marshal strength, farmers must be or¬ 
ganized, and a larger membership is 
imperative. 

In the various ^-operative devei 
opments through the province, the 
thought in mind is not so much for 
today and today’s dividends as a foun¬ 
dation for the future for the young 
people. 

In making purchasing arrange¬ 
ments, locals should bear in mind the 
impressivefiess of volume buying. The 
more participating the greater the 
volume of purchase, and the better 
the terms of purchase. 

Quoting the financial statement of 
the Canada Packers Ltd.. Mr. Ward 
said; “If we^had gone into the packing' 
business years ago, we might have 
got similar privileges as are being 
granted the packing companies today 
in respect to bacon export.” 

Mr. Ward also recommended that 
the departments of agriculture give 
direction by zoning the province for 
barley and wheat growing. Organiza¬ 
tion of agriculture along such lines 
would direct the farmer Tn what he 
can best produce. The northern part 
of the province produces the finest ex¬ 
port barley, suitable for maltin - and 
bringing better price than the highest 
quality of wheat. The areas produc¬ 
ing high protein wheat are not as a 
rule suitable for export barley. Feed 
in certain sections of the country is 
apt to produce soft type of bacon. 
Other districts produce hog.- of hard 
type bacon. These are all matters 
which could he guided by leadership 
from departments of agriculture. ?t 
is necessary to maintain * high stand¬ 
ard of bacon for Canada to retain its 
share of the post war British Market, 
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National War Finance Committee, Ottawa, Canada

Liberals and C.C.F. 
Win Bye-Elections 

Two Cabinet Ministers Elect¬ 
ed. Toronto Goes C.C.F. with 
Defeat to Hon. Arthur 
Meighcn 

More than ordina-y interest centred 
round eastern bye-elections held last 
Monday, involving as they did two • 
cabinet ministers of the King govern¬ 
ment, and Hon. Arthur Meighen, the 
Conservative leader. 

Results brought election to the two 
cabinet ministers and to a Liberal 
private member. Mr. Meighen was de¬ 
feated by his C.C.F. opponent J. W. 
Noseworthy. 

The three Liberal victories raises to 
176 the Liberal standing in the House 
of Commons with 38 Conservatives, 

10 New Democracy, 9 IC.C.F. and 11 
members of assorted allegiance. 

Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Minister 
of Labor, was elected for Welland ov¬ 
er Independent and C.C.F. candidates. 

Minister of Justice St. Laurent, was 
elected over the Canadian Party can¬ 
didate in Quebec East. 

Dr. Fauteaux, Liberal, was elected 
over three other candidates in Mon¬ 
treal. 

In York South, Toronto, J. W. Nose¬ 
worthy, a 50-year-old school teacher, 
brought another seat to the C.C.F. 
party by defeating Hon. Arthur 
Meighen who gave up his seat as lead¬ 
er of the Senate, at the insistence of 
the party, to take over Commons' 
leadership from Hon. Mr. Hanson, 
present House leader. It is expected 
that Mr. Hanson will now carry on for 
the time being as Conservative leader. 

A feature of the election was the 
emphatic stand taken by Mitchell Hep- 
lrn, premier of Ontario, who took an 
active part in campaigning, for Mr. 

I Meighen in Toronto and against Hum¬ 
phrey Mitchell in Welland. His action 
in opposing the federal Liberal party, 
threatened a split in fhe Ontario 
House. There mav be further Ontar¬ 
io political developments as a result, 
but so far as the federal scene is con¬ 
cerned, the opinion is that election re¬ 
sults will have a stabilizing influence 
A great element of Canada on the 
other hand, feels regret that Afr. 
Meighen who has given outstanding 
leadership in the past, and whose 
strength is needed in parliament now, 
should not have been elected. 

Two Airmen Killed . 
In Plane Crash 

Officials of the No. 5 E.F.T.S., High 
River regret to report an aircraft 
crash occurring approximately half 
mile south west of Stavely about 
11.30 a.m. Thursday, taking the lives 
of Sgt.-Pilot George H. Campbell, of 
pOalgary, 24 years of age, and LAC D. 

J. Dawson of Vancouver, 22 years of 
age. At the time of the accident, the 
aircraft was engaged in routine cross 
country training flight. An official 
court of inquiry will be held by the R. 
C.A.F.

Control of Fields 
For Soil Drifting 

(Lethbridge Experimental Farm)

that are covered with a 
■eavy combine stubble may present no 
oil drifting problem. With reasonable 
care, trash cover protection can be 
maintained on them by ploughless fal¬ 
lowing. However, many a good stub¬ 
ble has been destroyed by the careless 
use of the one-way disc and the com¬ 
mon disc. 

Fields that have only a light stub¬ 
ble cover require careful considera¬ 
tion in deciding each fallow operation. 
Many such fields except those with a 
sandy or loose top clay soil may be 
ploughless fallowed but care must be 
taken to keep on the surface all stum¬ 
ble and trash available. Two or three 
strokes will likely be sufficient to com¬ 
plete the fallow, one with the blade 
weeder or cultivator and one or two 
strokes with the rod weeder. If the 
cultivator is not run too fast and with 
the shovels flat, very little trash will 
be buried and by operating about four 
inches deep the rod weeder will do a 
good follow-up job. In some cases 
he trash cover may not be sufficient
